FIRST USE OF A COAGULANT 


Experiments Commenced Wednesday 
Morning, and Effects Are Ex- 
pected to Be Soon Noticed. 


The city water department began 
Wednesday morning to experiment with a 
coagulant in the water at the Chain 
of Rocks. A preparation of sulphate of 
iron and lime was placed in one of the 
large basins in the proportion of one part 
of coagulant to 15,000 parts of water. 

The clarified water will not reach the 
distribution pipes for several days, the 
engineers say, but when it does the change 
in the appearance of the water will be 
gratifying to the public. 

The water department has been con- 
ducting chemical experiments with sul- 


hate of iron and lime at the chemical 
aboratory at Bissell’s Point, and from 


'these minor tests believe it witil be no 


only a harmless coagulant, but will 
reativy improve the water. This will be 
ully determined in the greater test just 
begun.

DEATH STOPS TRIAL 
OF YOUNG HUSBAND 


Charles Hardy Expires While Wit- 
nesses Wait in Court to Tes- 
tify Against Him, 


MOTHER-IN-LAW PROSECUTOR 


Cold Which Led to Fatal Pneumonia 
«. Taken While Seeking to See 
a His Wife. 

While the case of Mrs. M. D. Moore 
against Charles Hardy, her son-in-law and 
the son of James Hardy, was being called 
for trial in the Dayton street police court 
cuuebuay luvttung young riardy died at 
the home of his father. 5863 Maple avenue. 
of pneumoplia, contracted at the time o1 
his effort break into the home of hi. 
mother-in-law to see his wife on the nigh. 
of March 18. 

When the case was first called a not« 
from Dr. Rowland B. Hill was received. 
saying that Hardy was very ill and not 
expe cted to recover. The case was con- 
tinued to April 12. Half an hour later an- 
other message came saying he was dead, 
and the case was dismissed. Hardy die«a 
while the note from the physician, telling 
of his illness, was being read in court. 

The matrimonial troubles of Hardy 
and his bride, who was Miss Jeannette 
Moore of 2914 North Newstead avenue, 
have taken different forms. First they 
eloped to East St. Louls to be maried, 
after Hardy's long illness had interrupt- 
ed their plans, but quarreled on a street 
car and returned to St. Louls without 
being married. Then they eloped to an- 
other town, were married, and kept 
their marriage secret several weeks. 

Opposition to the marriage on the part 
of both families did not cease with the 
announcement of their wedding. Hardy's 
family was especially bitter, and refused 
to recognize his wife. This led to fur- 
ther trouble, and Mrs. Hardy went to 
her mother's home, 

On the night of March 18, Hardy, at a 
late hour, went to the house and demand- 
ed admittance to see his wife. His 


mother-in-law refused. When he per- 
sisted she had him arrested. His case 
came up in police court next morning, 
but was not settled. 

It was called — the following Mon- 
day, March 21. Hardy was in court early 
and seemed ill. Before court opened he 
lay for an hour on a bench in the rear 
of the room sleeping. Another continu- 
ance was ordered. 


Held His Hand, 
Obeyed Mother. 


Mrs. Hardy, as she started to leave the 
court. f0om, saw. that her husband, who 
had riséW to a sitting posture on the 
bench, was béckoning to her. She went 
over to him and stood for several minutes 
holding his hand and whispering to him. 
Then she obeyed a call from her mother 
and left. 

Hardy's brother. Frank, persuaded him 
to go home. When the case was called 
again next day he did not appear, and it 
was continued unti] Wednesday. His ijl- 
ness and death ended it. 

Hardy's family say that pneumonia de- 
veloped almost as soon as he reached the 
house after leaving the court room. He 
did not improve, and his condition became 
critical within a few days. 

His bride wae not notified of his illness. 
A sister of Hardy told the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday: ““‘We did not know his wife. 
She has never been here.” 

When Mrs. Hardy learned of the death 
of her husband shortly before noon, she 
became hysterical. Her demonstrations of 

lef were pathetic, her shrieks echoing 
through the house as her mother vainly 
tried to quiet her. 

“I knew he would not live.” she cried. 
“T had a presentiment that I had seen him 
for the last time, afd I made mother drop 
the case against him. We dil not go to 
court this morning because she had prom- 
ised not to prosecute him.’ 

As s00n as Mrs. Hardy became more 
calm she dressed in deep black and start- 
ed to the home of her dead husband's 
father. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not 
been announced.

National Stock FYerds Veterinarian 
| Successfully Using Antitoxin 
Preventive of Distemper 
and Influenza. 


Dr. J. E. King, veterinarian in charge of 
the horse hospital at the National Stock- 
yards, East St. Louis, after three years of 
study and experiments, has discovered 
what he believes to be a preventive of in- 
fluenza, distemper and pneumonia in horses, 

An antitoxin, discovered by Dr. King, 1s 
used, the horse being vaccinated much the 
same as a human is vaccinated to prevent 
smallpox. 

The discovery will save thousands of dol- 
lars each year to the horse dealers 
at the stockyards. In the past fully 
9 per cent of each shipment of horses re- 
ceived at the yards have been taken sick 
with one of the three diseases mentioned. 


BY DR. J. E. KING. 


I have been making experiments with the 
antitoxin for three years, but only within 
the past three monthg have I been vac- 
cinating horses other than in an experi- 
mental way. I am now thoroughly satisfied 
with results and am certain that vaccina- 
tion will make the horse immune for at 
least a year and a half. How much longer 
I do not know. 

A year and a half ago I vaccinated my 
driving horge and he has never shown the 
least sign of being sick, despite constant 
exposure. 

The antitoxin is made from serum ob- 
tained from the blood of horses, innocu- 
lated especially for this purpose and used 
for néthing else. 

The secret is mine and the antitoxin is 
made for no one else. It has never been 
used except in the stockyards here and in 
a few cases in St. Louis, when I have been 
called over’ there. 

The profession knows nothing of the 


discovery of this antitoxin, but when it 
learns of the results of my investiga- 
tions, I have no doubt but that vaccjna- 
tion of horses will become in general 
use all over the country. 

The animal is vaccinated on the side 
of the neck where the skin is loose. The 
antitoxin is injected under the skin and 
is soon absorbed by the blood. I have 
noticed in some cases it is absorbed in 
less than a minute. The horse suffers no 
ill effects from the vaccination, not even 
a sore on the neck. After Vaccination 
he is immune from influenza, distemper 
and pneumonia, 


Has Lost 


but One Case 
My experiments show the results can- 
not be doubted. In all the horses I have 
treated only one has died, and I firmly 


believe that animal would be perfectly 
well today had it not been for the fire in 
the building adjoining the hospital a 
week ago. when it became necessary to 
remove all the horses for several hours. 

These horses tnoculated before the dis- 
ease appears do not contract it. Befcge 
this time, the dealers were certain to 
lose one if not more in each shipment 
received. This cut down the prefits of 
the business greatly and not a few Teal- 
ers have become ,.bankrupt from this 
very cause, coupled with the fact that it 
often became necessary to pay a big 
doctor bill and then have the horse go 
on the market in such a weakened con- 
dition that he brought a low price. The 
curative treatment has long been recog- 
nized by the profession as not meeting 
the requirements 

A horse which goes through a siege of 
influgnss. distemper or pneumonia is al- 

ways’ greatly reduced in flesh_if he does 
mot die, and never brings as good a 
ae in the market as the horse Which 

as not been sick. 

The same treatment 
animal which is already sick. but the 
treatment is then made of double 
strength. While I have found in. the 
practice that this treatment has been 
successful with horses already sick. it 
would be better to have all horses ®ac- 
cinated before the disease appearge, just 
the same as a person wants to be vac- 
cinated before he gets the smallpox.

Country Around Piedmont Covered 
by the Waters From Overflow- 
ing Black River. 


THREE PERSONS ARE DROWNED 


Losses to the Railroad and Lumber 
Interests Are Reported to 
Be Great. 


PIPDMONT, Mo., March 30.—Three per- 
sons have been drowned,. many houses 
swept away and much property lost by the 
overfiow of Black river, which has ma- 
rooned this place for several days. 

The victims were Rodney Malloy and 
his wife and hired man, who lived four 
miles from Piedmont. 

The river has reached feet, 
higher than the previous record.

The 
damage to the sawmill proper will amount 
to thousands of dollars. 

A wave 6 fee* high struck an engine and 
train of freight cars between Leeper and 
Mill Spring, turning the engine over and 
badly damaging the cars. The engine crew 
heard and saw the wave coming and at- 
tempted to break for Mill Spring, but it 
was too late. The erew jumped into the 
swirling water and swam to the hills, after 
a terrible battle with the ewift currents. 

The flood at Mill Spring rose to the roof 
of the houses, rendering the entire popu- 
lation ‘homeless. A train crew and others 
heroically rescued the unfortunate ones 
who coulé not get away in tims, and who 
were penned up in the attic and on the 
roofs of their houses in some cases the 
rescuers -were obliged to cut holes in the 
roofs ofthe houses to rescue those penned 
up within. No boats were avatlable, and 
barges and rafts were hastily constructed 
to aid in the rescue.

| ye detailed version of Togos of- 
offictal report follows: 

“The united squadron again left for Port 
Arthur last Saturday. Qn Sunday morn- 
ing at 3:30 we commenced preparauions for 
blucking the harbor entrance. Four steam- 
ers, which were to be sunk, escorted by 
a flotilla of torpedo boat destroyers, 4“d¢- 
vanced to the entrance, facing the enemy i. 
searchlights. About two miies from the 
entrance the bottling-up squadron was — 
covered by the enemy. ixxposed to the 
fire of the fortress on either side and also 
to that from the enemy's ships on guard, 
and braving these dangers, the four steam- 
ers ran into the waterway at the mouth 
of the harbor. One of the steamers, the 
Chiyo Maru, anchored about half @ ¢hain 
from the west shore of Golden Hiil, blew 
itself up and sank. The second one, tle 
Fukui Maru, passing to the left of the 
Chiyo Maru, advaneed a short. distance 
and was about to come to anchor when 
she was struck by a torpedo from the 
enemy's destroyers. She sank in that pwsi- 
tion. The third one, the Yahiko vee 
went to the left of the Fukui Maru an 
blew herseif up and sank. 

The fourth steamer, the Yoneyama Maru, 
reached the harbor entrance, and colliding 
against the stern of one of the enemys 
turpedo destroyers she managed to :each 
the middle passage by passing between tne 
Chiyo Maru and Fukui Maru. Just at that 
moment one of the enemy’s torpedoes 
etruck her and sunk her. Her momentum 
brought her toward the left shore with 
her bow toward the left side; she sank 
sidewise. To have accomplished the work 
so tar under such great disadvantages and 
dangers must be considered a success and 
should command admiration. It is to be 
regretted, however, that owing to some 
space being left between the Yahiko Maru 
and the Yoneyama Maru, a complete block- 
ing of the entrance has not been effected. 

‘Those who were engaged in this work 
are those who had been engaged in the 
same work before. It was by their special 
request. Only petty officers and crews 
were supplanted by new men. 

“The casualties follow: 

“Killed—Commander ‘Hirose and three 
petty officers. 

ortally wounded—Lieut. Shimada. 

“Slightly wounded—Lieut. Masuko. En- 
gineer Kurite and six petty officers and 
men. 

“All the remainder of the crews were 
safely picked up by our versie hay hg 
Commander Hirose and Boatswain 
gino, who were killed, displayed al 
able courage. Boatswain ugino was 
just going down to light the magazine 
on the Fukui Maru when the ship was 
struck by an enemy's _torpedo which 
killed him. 

“Commander Hirose, after causing his 
men to take to the boats, and not find- 
ing Sugino, searched through the ship 
three times for him. af one his shi 
gradually going down, Commander Hi- 
rose was compelled to give up the search 
and enter a 0boat. As he was rowing 
away under the enemy's hot fire a shel! 
struck him on the head. His head and 
part of his body °was blown away. Only 
a piece of flesh in the boat was all that 
remained of the brave officer's body. 
Commander Hirose was always a mode! 
officer and he leaves a. meritorious ex- 
ample, the memory of which will be 
ev erlasting. 

“For the protection of the steamers an. 
the rescus of their crews all our Aotille 
of torpedo destroyers did their utmost in 
the face of the enemy's severe cannonade. 
Above all were the efforts of the destroyers 
Aodaka and Tsubame, which netrated to 
within about a mile of the harbor entrance. 
where they encountered and engaged the 
enemy's destroyers, inflicting considerable 
damage. 

“One Russian destroyer seemed to have 
been hit In the boiler. She sent up a vol- 
ume of steam and retreated. As the officers 
and men of the Aodaka and Tsubame were 
leaving the harbor after the work they 
had done they observed that one of the 
enemy's ships below Golden Hil! seemed 
to be completely disabled. Despite the 
very hot tire of the enemy to which our 
fleet had been exposed until dawn no dam- 
ace whatever was sustained. 

"Mhe crewsaboard the Chiyo Maru and the 

Yahiko Maru were taken on board the de- 
b. ed Tsubame. The crew of the Yoney- 
ama Maru escaped in three boats and were 
rescued by the destroyers Misasagi and the 
Karigane. The crew of the Fukui Maru 
was taken on board the Kasumi. 

“The following torpedo hoats and destroy- 
ers participated in the movement: The de- 
stroyers Shirakamo, Kasumi, Asashio 
Akatsuki, Akebono. Oboro, Inazuma. 
Aodaka, Tsubame, Ikatouchi. Usugamo, 
Karigane, Missagi, Manadzuru and Hato.’

TOKIO, March 30.--The Japanese govern- 


ment is using all express trains, all sleep- 
ing cars and all dining cars in the empire 
for military purposes. #6 that ordinary 
travelers between Tokio and the seaports 
must take local trains.

The censorship is absolutely paralyzing, 
No Information is given out by the cable 
office as to what part of any message. if 
any, has been seht.

Private replies from- the 
Worlki and Post-Dispatch to my cable dis- 
patches indicate that only a part of my 
messages have gone.

I have received the 
nrost polite of apologies with the informa- 
tion that the censorship will be raised in 
a few days. The politeness of the’ Japanese 
army and navy chiefs is equalled only by 
their extraordinary power of reticence. 
They are in one sense flattered by the 
world-wide attention their war is receiv- 
ing. They welcome the war correspondents 
fram all paris of the earth. The presence 
of so many representatives of the press of 
other nations has made the Japanese self- 
conscious as a worid-power. But they 
know that the cable has made the world 
a whispering gallery. Military movements 
to be secret must be silent and unwilt- 
nessed. If a correspondent should by ac- 
cident obtain knowledge of Japanese plans 
and get one word out of Japan to a New 
York newspaper, for instance, the news 
would be known fn St. Petersburg in an 
hour. 


I have never witnessed such a power of 
réticence, such reserve, such self-control 
as the Japanese are showing as a nation. 
I was talking yesterday with the wife of 
one of the Japanese vice-admirals, who 
started to the front a week ago. I was 
assured that the vice-admiral d'd not even 
tell his own wife his destination. I can 
believe her. Tradesmen refuse to sell a 
foreigner pictures of Japanese warships 
exhibited in their windows for fear of fur- 
nishing tnformation to the enemy. The 
simple shopkeepers do not know that every 
detail of construction of every Japanese 
ship is, of course, known to every other 
nation.

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CUT THEIR THROATS IN BED 


Accused Youth Departs, in Custody of 
Officers, From Philadelphia 
for St. Louis.

PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—Before 
starting for St. Louis, in the custody of of- 
ficers, William DB. Church,. the accused 
murderer of Mr. and Mrs. H.W. Yeater, 
his foster-parents, confessed to.the crime. 
Without any trace of remorse, he told how 
he cut the throats of his benefactors, who 
took him from an orphan asylum and made 
him their beir.

“I then went to me room and collected a 
few of —! clothes. wrote a note for the 
mail carrier and put ” in the box. I then 
started for Gore. I changed, my clothes 
in a cornfield and threw them away, be- 
cause they were bloody. 

“At Gore I bought a ticket for St. Louis 
and from there went to Chicago. At Buf- 
falo, where I stayed a week, I wrote a 
letter to J. E. Young of Warrenton and 
told him I would return and kill hie in 
July unless he left there. I went to Cleve- 
land, where I enlisted in the marine 
corps on Dec. 2. I left on Dee 31 for 
League Island, where I have been ever 
since till the day of _ arrest

Secretary of Interior Gives the Ad. 
ministration View of Service 
Pension Order. 


PUTS THE COST AT $5,400,000 


Pension Office Thinks Roll Will 
Diminish So Fast It Will Off- 
set Extra Expense. 


WASHINGTON, March %.—The sécre 
tary of the interlor has sent to the Senate 
a comunication in response to Senator 
Overman’s resolution directing the secre- 
tary to furnish the Senate a copy of the 
order issued by the department enlarging 
the pension act of June Zi, 1890, and 
amendments as to the disabilities of appli- 
cants for pensions and to report by 
what amount the order will increase pen- 
sions annually. In the course of his com- 
munication he says: 

‘Disability, partial or complete, to per- 
form manual labor is the sole measure of 
the right to a pension under this act of 
June 27, 1890. The element of manveal labor 
ie fundamental. If, in the adjudication of 
a pension claim, it shall be determined that 
the aplicant’s pensionable disabilities 
render him wholly incapacitated for man- 
ual labor, his pension rating will be ac 
cordingly given, though the applicant may 
be then occupled with distinguished use- 
fulness in some field of intellectula en- 


deavor. 

“Not only does the act itself provide 
that ‘tach and every infirmity shall be 
duly considered,’ but the decisions under 
it uniformly recognize the principle that 
disabilities due to senility alone are pen- 
sionable. 

“To this fact, together with the growing 
importance of age conditions, is due in con- 
siderable measure the neceasity’for action 
on the line of this order specifically de- 
fining, as far as practicable, ratings from 
the best obtainable data for infirmities due 
to senility. 


What the Order 


Makes Provision For. 


“The order in question merely lays down 
as a convenient rule of decision, and a 
rebuttable presumption of fact that one 
who is otherwise entitled and is @ years 
of age is partially disabled from earning 
a livelihood by his hands; that one who 
is 6 is more disabled for manual work 
that one who is 6 is in a still greater de- 
gree incapable of earning a support by 
manual labor, and that one of 70 is com- 
pletely disabled in this regard. Certainly 
such a presumption is justified by general 
experience in actual! life. 

“When it is understood that, In the ad- 

judications under this act, age has always 
been considered a factor with other dis- 
abilities; and when it is further considered 
that, for more than ten years there has 
been an established rating (the maximum 
allowed by law) based solely on the age of 
75 years, and that, for nearly seven years 
there has been an established rating (the 
minimum provided by law) based alone 
on the age of 65 years, it will be apparent 
how largely problematical must be any 
estimate of increase of expenditures under 
the order of March 1b, iM. 
‘‘The acting commissioner of pensions eati- 
mates that the order of March 15, 1904. will 
result in an increased expenditufe annually 
of $5,400,000.”’ 


Davenport Analyzes 
the Pension Roll. 


Secretary Hitchcock's letter is accompa- 
nied by a letter from Acting Commissioner 
of Pensions Davenport, who says Com- 
missioner Ware's order does not enlarge 
but simply construes, the pension act of 
June 27, 1890, and ite amendments.

If 
these 75,000 are all placed on the rolis at 
$6 a month or $72 a year the output for 
pepmene will be increased $6,400,000 annu- 
ally. 
“The pension roll is diminishing rapid- 
ly, owing to deaths of beneficiar‘es, and in 
all probability this decrease will offset any 
gains caused by claims of soldiers to have 
reached the age of 6 and upwards.”

SAYS WHITECOTTON 


Asks Supreme Court to Order Correct 
One Before Considering Muti- 
lation Charge. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 980.-- 
James H. Whitecotton of Monroe County, 
speaker of the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives, against whom Attorney-General 
Crow on last Wednesday filed affidavits in 
the Missouri Supreme Court in support of 
the allegation that the records in the case 
of State against Howard Sharp were mu- 
tilated, filed an affidavit in the supreme 
court this morning in which he says he has 
ascertained that the transcript on file in 
the court is not a correct and accurate 
copy of the original bill of exceptions in 


the Sharp case. 

Mr. Whitecotton also filed an application 
with the court asking for a writ of cer- 
tiorari directed to the circuit clerk of Mon- 
ree County requiring him to send the su- 
preme court a true copy of the original 
bill of exceptions in the case. 

In this application for a writ of certio- 
rari, as Whitecotton was attorney “for 
Sharp, he consents to the court sustaining 
the motion of the attorney-general to set 
aside the submission of the case. 

The attorney-general’s motion to set aside 
the submission of the Sharp case is based 
upon the ground that the records in the 
case were mutilated and the affidavits flled 
by the attorney-general last week were in 
support of that motion. 

The court has not acted in the matter yet, 
but has it under advisement. In the mean- 
time, the attorney-general will take the 
depositions of Circuit Judge Eby of Mon- 
roe County. who tried the case, and also 
the depositions of other persons whose evi} 


Causes Six Indictments. 


Six officers of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters have been indicted by 
the grafidjury, charged with conspiracy to 
attack and beat nonunion drivers for liv- 
erymen,. against whom strike was declared 
in St. Louls last January. 

The indicted men are George Innis, na- 
tional organizer, of Detroit; William Row- 
botham, corresponding secretary, Indian- 
apolis; Albert Young, general organ- 
izer, of Indianapolis; Daniel Thurman, sec- 
retary of the Chicago Union, Chicago; Cor- 
nelius Shea, general president of the broth- 
erhood, Indianapolis, and Charles Robb, or- 
ganizer, Chicago. 

It is charged that these men imported 
from Chicago, Ernest Ruck, Michae] Ryan 
and William Kelly, to beat and intimidate 
nonunion drivers and destroy the property 
of their employes at a wage of $6.50 a day. 
They were arrested and made written con- 
fessions to Chief of Detectives Desmond to 
this effect, and so testified before the 
grandjury. 

As soon as the grandjury found the in- 
dictments, a capias was issued for George 
Innis, and he was found and arrested at 
1108 Franklin avenue, where he had been 
rooming. Rowbotham and Ruck, Ryan 
and Kelly roomed at the same place. He 
was taken to the Four Courts and “sweat- 
ed’’ by Chief Desmond and then detained 
in the holdover. 

To the Post-Dispatch Wednesday, Innis 
refused to either affirm or deny the charge 
that he had been tnstrumental in import- 
ing Ruck, Ryan and Kelly. 

Innis stated that he its 45 years of age. 
has a wife and family in Detroit, is a 
teamster, and has for 12 years been an 


organizer of the central district of the In- 
ternational Teamsters’ Union. 

He was sent to St. Louis, he says, by 
the executive committee of the union to 
watch the progress of the atrike, and to 
see that it was properly conducted. 

He says he has never been arrested be- 
fore on any charge, and will not make any 
statement until he has consulted an attor- 
ney. 

Local union men say that Innis and the 
other indicted men have nothing whatever 
to do with the local strike, being interna- 
f 
tional officers. 

Capiases have been been issued for the 
other men, against whom indictments have 
beeen returned, and they will be served AS 
soon as the men can be found. Robbs and 
Shea are supposed to be stil! in the city. 
The whereabouts of Young, Thurman and 
Rawbotham is not known. 

On the first night of their arrival here. 
Ruck, Ryan and Kelly said to Chief 
Desmond, they beat Basil Rutherford at 
Twenty-third and Chestnut streets, with 
bottles, and Ruck was shot in the arm. 
Kelly was arrested and released on bond. 
He went to Kansas City to take part in 
a similar strike, and then went to Uhicagn 
whence he was ordered back to St. Louis. 

The men repeated their story to the 
grandjury, and the indictments were 

romptly returned. The police of the dif- 
erent cities where the missing men have 
their homes have been notified. and an ef- 
fort will be ‘made to bring them back to 8t.

An appeal to the péople of Missouri to 
deliver the city of St. Louis from “Indian” 
domination has been written by Rev. Dr. 
Robert A. Holland, rector of Bt. George's 
Church, and signed by @ St. Louls minis- 
ters. 

“After 2 years of unbridled’ sway and 
official entrenchment,” says the appeal, “it 
has come to be the policy of the brigands 
to hamper and thwart justice by alibi and 
demurrer till a machine-made prosecutor 
comes to set the captives free. Seventeen 
boodlers convicted and not one in stripes, 
and no policeman has ever been dismissed 
on account of Indian outrages. 

For ten years. the writer says, the politi- 
cal brigand in high office has bartered the 
state’s legisiatiorn and sandbagged all 
bills that gave hope of benefit to the peo- 
ple. The voters of Missouri are asked to 
strike at the very root of the evil by re- 
lieving St. Louis of the excise law, which, 
the appeal declares, enables the 2.500 sa- 
loons of this city to do organized partisan 
work in exchange for privileges of ocor- 
ruption.

WASHINGTON DAY BY DAY. 


What Happened When Bookmaker 
Wheelock Tried to Be a Good 
Fellow at the Races.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Geo. Whee- 
lock, the bookmaker, and his wife were in 
Japan winter before last.
